JEOPARDIZES NEW LOAN. 


The great strike promises to delay and 


possibly interrupt the negotiations for 
the new Russia loan. The international 
bankers who ore here do not eecrn great- 
ly disturbed by the situation although 
they are constantly in receipt of threat- 
ening letters from the revolutionists 
warnin-g them that if they contract a 
loan without the consent of the national 
assembly it will be repudiated. Never- 
theless they are not disposed to close 
with the government until the situation 
has cleared up. The fact that the strike 
may jeopardize the success of the loan 
is one of the most potent levers behind 
the government and makes the foreign 
bankers the unconscious allies of the ad-

Occupation Apparently a Healthy Oue 


—Line ITJiu Ch.cago to Milwau- 


kee Built Straight as 


an Arrow.

Work on the new line of the Chicago 


& Northwestern Railway company, being 
bnilt 
from 
Chicago to 
Milwaukee, 


through Kacine and Kenosha comities, is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. 
In 


this county the road runs along 
the 


country half a mile east of Corliss and 
from the county Jine on the south into 
Milwaukee north, hundreds of graters 
arc hustling with many teams of horses. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. Frank K. 


Miller the press representatives of the 
city were given an automobile ride over 
a portion of the country where the rail- 
way is being built. Where the 
line 


crosses the Asylum road one of the con- 
tractors was met. In conversation with 
the gentleman he said that he had about 
one hundred men at work, with dirt 
loading machines and thirty-live teams. 


This ping commenced work four miles 


south of Somers in Kenosha- county and 
were to «rndc and level the roadbed for 
n distance of eight miles north; then an- 
other crowd continue the work 
from 


thnt point, eight or ten miles and way to 
Milwaukee the crowds changed and the 
wimc conditions prevailed south to Chi- 
cago. 


CANXOT FINISH JAN7. 1. 


As fast as the rondbed was ready the 


construction men followed and Inid the 
rails and rails were down to within n 
point four miles of the Asylum road 
crossing and an effort is to be mndc to 
have the line open for traflic by January 
1st, but this will be 
hardly possible, 


judging from the character of the work 
thus fnr finished. 


Considerable difficulty is being exper- 


ienced getting dirt to fill in the low plac- 
es and miniature sidetracks are built 
along the adjoining farms and dirt haul- 
ed on the small cars. Most of the right- 
of-way 
bought by the corporation 
is 


about 10(1 feet wide and at one point 
just south of the Asylum road the tracks 
will be forty-eight feet, or rather the 
loadbcd, for sidetracks and switches arc 
to be located at these points. 


TENT LIFE HEALTHY. 


The men engaged grading nnd perform- 


ing other work, live 
in 
tents erected 


along the rondway. Of course cooks arc 
employed and although the nights are 
cold, tires nre kept and the best of food 
furnished. 
Often these men, used to the 


hard work, sleep in the tents all winter 
long, no matter whether the thermome- 
ter reaches 10 or '20 below zero, in fact 
one of the contractors made the state- 
ment that he had not slept in a house for 
four 
years, always occupying a 
tent. 


This gentleman further remarked that 
never in his life did he turn u mail down 
who came to him in search of work. If 
there was no employment it was his cus- 
tom to furnish the man with money and 
send him on, after giving him a good 
meal, 


Every man employed on the work is 


halo and hearty and few ever experience 
a sick day. This can be attributed to 
outdoor life nnd experiencing all kinds of 
weather conditions, 


As y«t it Ims not been positively stat- 


ed whether this new road is to be used 
exclusively for freight business or pas- 
senger trains. 
Pnrnicrs arc not inform- 


ed as to this important point. The line 
from Chicugo is almost straight as an 
nrrow, calculated for high speed. 


I-'AIIMS CUT IX TWO. 


On account of the building of the rond 


manv good and profitable farms have 
been practically cut in two, leaving half 
on one side of the tracks and half on the 
opposite side. Again corners arc cut off 
rind tnnUl fractions of an nere. In the 
main farmers arc satislied. having re- 
ceived a fair price for the land. 


Of course the operation oi the new 


road increases danger to travel and es- 
pecially where the small roads will nec- 
ussiirilv have to cross the tracks.

Petersburg su.vs that Emperor Nicholas 
has decided to grant a constitution simi- 
lar to that of Germany. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—A dispatch to a 


news agency from St. Petersburg says 
that two squadrons of Cossacks today 
attacked 7,000 workmen who were hold- 
ing a meeting :\t the 
Nev.ski works. 


About a hundred workmen, it is report- 
ed, were wounded and seven Cossacks 
were injured by stones. 


The railroad bridge across the Obvodny 


canal at St. Petersburg has been des- 
troyed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 2fi.—As the 


result of a series of special ministerial 
councils under the presidency of Count 
Witte, held to adopt measeures to deal 
with the situation, the new national as- 
sembly law and lawn granting practical 
freedom of the press iiml of speech and 
meeting will be promulgated forthwith.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 20, 5:28 p. m. 


— During the afternoon the alarm in St. 
Petersburg increased. The meat markets 
were raided by anxious purchasers and 
all the oil and candles were sold out. The 
people fearrd that tlie city w:u!d be 
plunged in darkness, but General Trcpolt 
acted energetically. The troops tuak 
possession of the water, gas and electric 
light works and a strong guard was plac- 
ed around the treasury.

CZAR TOLD OF DUTY. 


~~Qount Witte, however, told the empe- 
ror that in his opinion not even a re- 
public could not save Russia from an- 
archy. It wan the emperor's duty to the 
people and the country to face the situa- 
ti»» by meeting the classes, namely to 


abrogate the autocratic power and grant 
a constitution by creating a ministry re- 
sponsible alike to the crown and the rep- 
resentatives of the nation. The emperor 
finally accepted, requesting Count Witte 
to draft a project which in skeleton form 
lie approved last Sunday when the count 
agreed to accept the premiership on con- 
dition that he could name the ministers 
and that they should report to his ma- 
jesty only through himself as head of tho 
cabinet. 


RUSSIA ISOLATED. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Oct. 20, 3:30 p. in. 


—By imeprial order the garrison of St. 
Petersburg has been placed under the 
command of General Trepoff, assistant 
minister of the interior, who is held re- 
sponsible for the safety and order of tho 
capital and the troops distributed in var- 
ious parts of the city, but martial law 
with its accompanying hardships to the 
people has not been proclaimed. 


The garrison of St. Petersburg lias

NEARLY 100,000 STRIKE. 


The whole country is becoming alarm-

and in St. .Petersburg an incipient

The situation here has grown much 
worse over night. The- ranks of the 40,- 
000 workmen from the mills and factor- 
ies who joined the strikers yesterday 
were increased by 110,000 more this morn- 


ing. 
All the employes of the port, four 


thousiind in number, walked out and 12,- 
000 other men from the steel works left 
work in a body. 


LIKE A BESIEGED CITY. 


Tho 
inhabitants of St. 
Petersburg 


awoke to find tho capital resembling a 
bcleagured city. The shops in the Vasil- 
iostrov district and in all the suburbs 
arc closed, windows are boarded and 
barred and mounted patrols arc to be 
seen everywhere in the streets. Except 
in 
the heart of the city 
women and 


children are afraid to venture out. Work- 
men are gathering at all the places fre- 
quented in the days of Father Gapon 
but they are quiet and the Cossack' 
have had no provocation to interfere 
The general appearance of the town is 
menacing. 


POOR SUFFER THE WORST. 


The prices of food have gone up anc; 


the supply of beef is only sufficient for 
three Jays, but there are ample supplie 
of wheat and rye for two months. The 
emperor and the court at Peterhoff »r 
supplied hy a warship from Si;. Peters 
burg. All the i'uinilies who can ull'oi't 


t have hastened to lay in supplies and 
tand a siege. Tlie suffering falls the 
icaviest on the poor who live from hanrl 
o mouth. All the bakeries sold out 
ihcir bread before noon. The meat deal- 
ers have been ordered by the rcvolution- 
sts not to deliver meat to the troops 
mder pain of death and consequently the 
soldiers are living on canned food. The 
3utchers have notified their patrons that 
;ho meat market will probably be closed 
tomorrow because of lack of meat. 


All the St. Petersburg schools were 


closed today and the children were sent 
lome with instructions not to return 
.mtil their parents think it safe to do so. 


JEOPARDIZES NEW LOAN. 


The great strike promises to delay and 


possibly interrupt the negotiations for 
ihe new Russia loan. The international 
oankers who are h3re do not seem great- 
y disturbed by the situation although 
;hey are constantly in receipt of threat- 
ening1 letters from the revolutionists 
warning them that if they contract a 
!oan without the 'Consent of the national 
assembly it will be repudiated. Never- 
theless they are not disposed to close 
with the government until the situation 
lias cleared up. The fact that the strike 
may jeopardize the success of the loan 
is one of the most potent lovers behind 
tho government .and makes the foreign 
bankers the tmconscious allies of the ad- 
vocates of 
the 
far-reaching reforms 


which are about to be promulgated. 


EXPORTS 


SHOW INCREASE 


Jump JFrora 48,573,706 Bn. to 


105,219,693 Bu. in First Nine 


Months ot Year. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Decided in- 


creases in trade movements are shown 
during September raid as well as in the 
total for the nine months of this year 
over the corresponding periods of last 
year by summaries issued by the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. The grain 
exports for the nine months this year 
.amounted to 105,219,003 bushels, as com- 
pared with 43,573,706 
for 
the ' same 


months last year. These reports for this 
year are preliminary ;in<l estimated to 
include 97 per cent of the actual ship- 
ment. This year the corn exports havo 
been 83,752,212 bushels as compared with 
34.441,771 bushels for the corresponding 
months last year. The September ex- 
port of grain this year amounted to 
more than ten million bushels over Sep- 
tember of 1004. 


INCREASE ELSEWHERE. 


The domestic movements of trade dur- 


ing September show the same increase.

As soon as the coal 
delegates arrived the question of the 
mode of procedure to be adopted was 
raised. Mr. Parry mounted upon a table 
acted as chairman of the meeting with a- 
cjtnc as a. gavel. 


"We arc advocates of free speech," 


said Parry, "nnd we demand our right to 
be heard.

Wearing the badges conspicuously, nil 


the delegates at the Auditorium Annex 
meeting headed by 15. M. Parry and Rob- 
ert Lake of Michigan, marched in a body 
to Steinway hall where the so-called 
"Bacon" or "regular" dp.legatcs were as- 
sembled with doors guarded by uniform- 
ed police to prevent the admission of al- 
leged representatives of the railroads. 


THE PLEDGE EXACTED. 


Following the plan decided upon by flu 


executive committee to avoid a clash 
with the dissenting or Parry faction, no 
delegates had been admitted to the con- 
vention except those who subscribed to 
what the officers of the organization call- 
ed "the creed and articles of faith" which 
endorsed President Roosevelt's message 
asking enabling legislation by congress 
enlarging the powers of the interstate 
commerce 
commission so that it may 


regulate freight rates subject to judicial 
review. In addition to police, half a doz- 
en "regular" delegates guarded every 
door leading to the hall and all who had 
not signed the endorsement of President 
Roosevelt's message wore denied admis- 
sion. Among the first delegates to sub- 


scribe to the principles of the convention 
and gain admittance was L. W. Noyes, 
representing the Illinois Manufacturers' 
association. Mayor Dunne was also an 
early arrival, and he hastened to congrat- 
ulate the officers on their decision to bar 
delegates charged with 
being in sym- 


pathy with the railroads. 


"I will see that you have all the po- 


licemen needed to hold your convention 
without interference from the railroad 
lobbyists," said Mayor Dunne, as he was 
greeted by S. H, Cowan of Texas, one of 
the leaders in the convention. 


UPHELD BY TJ. S. SENATOR.

house tender Magnolia, lying near Canal 
street and will proceed leisurely down 
the river. The distance is 110 miles and 
it is expected that the Magnolia will pro- 
ceed through the passes at daylight to- 
morrow. Olf the passes the 
armored 


cruiser West Virginia is lying. As soon 
as the president and his party have been 
transferred the cruiser will get under 
way, picking up the remaining members 
of 
Admiral Brownson's -squadron oil 


Florida and then speed up the coast. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 20— Gratitude

'The smaller basket waa 
used by Blodgett and his partner and 
fell short considerable on a full bushel.

The supreme court of AVisconsin yes- 


terday handed down a dcci.sion of great 
importance in regard to the taxing of 
telephone companies for poles placed on 
the public streets. While Racine 1ms no 
such provision in its charter, one of the 
aldermen was about to introduce a reso- 
lution for nn ordinance, providing that 
all polos placed on the streets, be taxed 
SO cents each. 


In regard to the decision a Madison 


telegram says: 


One of the most sweeping and impor- 


tant decisions handed flown by the su- 
preme court is that of the 
Wisconsin 


Telephone company against the city of 
Milwaukee. 
The lower court held that 


the city acted within its police power in 
passing an ordinance, taxing the 
tele- 


phone company $1 a year on each pole. 
The city contended that the tax 
was 


merely incidental to the exercise of the 
police power. 


The court holds that the city, not hav- 


ing specific power, had no right to im- 
pose tho tax. It says: 


'•'The power rests in the state to de- 


termine what occupation shall be licens- 
ed. Even if the city had the right to 
impose reasonable charges for inspection 
and supervision, it should not be permit- 
ted under the guise of such power to 
collect large amounts of revenue for tho 
benefit of the city 
regardless 
of 
the 


amount necessary for ?uch inspection and 
supervision. And, where the court can 
clearly see that revenue and not regula- 
tion is the aim and not the incident, and 
no power \» given to license the occupa- 
tion, (he ordinance is void." 


City Engineer Connolly said this morn- 


ing that the decision was of interest to 
Racine as well as every other city of the 
state. In his opinion it would only bo ft 
few mure years before a. law covering the 
taxing of poltw would he passed.

In Speech lie Urges Negroes to Become Useful 


Citizens, Obey the Law, Save IMoney 


and Lead Clean, Right- 


eous Lives. 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., Oct. 24.—President 


Koosevelt arrived in Tuskegee at S-.30 
o'clock this morning. The city was beau- 
tifully decorated. A number of arches, 
the foundations of which were made of 
bales of cotton, had been erected and 
covered 
with bunting. The 
platform. 


from which the president spoke to the 
people of the city was made from $3,000 
worth of cotton in original balpa. The 
president was met at his train by a re- 
ception committee, among whom were 
flavor O. S. Lewis and Dr. John ilassey, 
president of the Alabama conference, fe- 
male college. Kscorted by « company of 
Btiitc militia the president was driven to 
the college; which represented a typical 
southern scene. Cotton had been trans- 
planted in long rows and two old south- 
ern negroes with cotton pickers, sacks 
on their shoulders were engaged in pick- 
ing the staple from the plants. Several 
baskets of eotton were scattered about 
the field. The president was greeted at 
the college grounds by the students and 
public school children. The president's 
address ht'i-e wus- a short one and at its 
conclusion he left for the Tuskegee uor- 
mul and industrial school. 


TUSKKGEE INSTITUTE, Ala., Oct. 24 


—President 
Roosevelt 
reached 
the 


grounds of the Tuskegee Normal and In- 
dustrial Institute after a brief stop in 
the town of Tuskegee, where he was re- 
ceived by the mayor and other distin- 
guished citizens of Alabama. The presi- 
dent's train was brought directly into 
the grounds of tbe institute over its pri- 
vate tracks. From midnight until this 
morning great crowds of country people 
white and black, were arriving from all 
sections surrounding Tu.-tkcaec. A motly 


was taken, where the students, led by the 
institute choir of 150 voices sang a num- 
ber of plantation melodies. 


EDUCATOR GREATLY PLEASED. 
.Principal Booker T. Washington, then 


presented the president in the following 
words: "This is a great day for the Tus- 
kegee Normal and Industrial Institute; 
too great to be described by words. We 
have gathered to hear, but one voice, to 
see but one face. 


"In presenting our guest to the stu- 


dents, teachers and citizens, I must not 
omit to express the gratitude felt by 
the people of the Tuskegee institute and 
by the people of both races in this sec- 
tion of Alabama for the honor which has 
been conferred on them. That the rjhicf 
magistrate of our beloved republic of 80,- 
000,000 people deemed it good and wise 
to include Tuskegee institute in his trip 
through the south and spend a few hours 
seeing the work we are 
doing here, 


brings to the heart of every man and 
woman of our race in this country a de- 
gree of encouragement and inspiration 
which it is impossible for any American 
citizen, not of our race, fully to appre- 
ciate. 


"My friends, without further words of 


mine, I have the pleasure and the honor 
of presenting to you the president of the 
United States, Hon. Theodore Roosevelt." 


The president was given an ovation as 


he rose to speak. 
NEGRO NEEDS ENCOURAGEMENT. 


His address in part was as follows: 
To the white population as well as to 


the black, it is of the utmost 
impor- 


tance that the negro be encouraged to 
make himself a citizen of the highest 
type of usefulness. It is to the interest 
of the white people that this policy bo 
conscientiously pursued, and to the inter- 
est of the colored people 
that 
they 


clearly realize that they have opportuni- 
ties for economic development here in 
the south, not now 
offered elsewhere.

PRESIDENT VIEWS PARADE. 


The president was received by Princi- 


pal Booker T. Washington and members 
of the institute board of trustees and fa- 
culty. lie then entered a carriage made 
by the students of the school drawn by 
horses raised at >.\u .school and driven 
by a student in tlu, school uniform. Four 
other carriages, also made by the stu- 
dents in which were seated other mem- 
bers of the president's party 
followed. 


The party proceeded immediately to an 
elaborately decorated stand, in front of 
the office building, surmounted by the 
president's Hag. From this point he view- 
ed the educational and industrial parade, 
upon the preparation of which the stu- 
dents and faculty have been at ivork for 
several weeks. This parade was headed 
by the institute band, led by Bandmaster 
Elbnrt B. William of the Ninth U. S. 
cavalry, who had been detailed to Tus- 
kegee by the war department. Then 
came 1,500 students of the school in two 
divisions; the young men uniformed in

plores and cadet caps. The young \voin- 
en wearing blue drc.sses trimmed with red 
braid and wearing blue .straw braid hats 
followed, each bearing a stalk of sugar 
cane topped with a cotton Ijall, all rais- 
ed in the school's agriculture experiment 
station. Immediately behind the student 
bodv came sixty-one lloats, representing 
the various phases of work of the aca- 
demy department and the thirty-seven 
industrial divisions of the school. In this 
wuy examples of work being 'carried on 
in all departments were put in evidence.

young colored men and women, educated 
at Tuskagee must by precept and exam- 
ple lead your fellows toward sober, in- 
dustrious, law abiding lives. You are in 
honor bound to join hands in favor of 
law and order and to war against all 
crime, especially against all crime liy 
men of your own race; for the heaviest 
wrong done by the criminal is the wrong 
to his own race. You must teach the 
people of your race that they 
must 


scrupulously observe any contract into 
which they in good faith enter, no mat- 
ter whether it is hard to keep or not. 
If you save money, secure homes 
and 


lead clean, decent, modest lives, you will 
win the respect of your neighbors of 
both races. Let each man strive to excel 
his fellows only by rendering substantial 
service to the community in which he 
lives. The colored people have many dif- 
ficulties to pass through, but these dif- 
ficulties will he surmounted if only the 
policy of reason and common sense is 
pursued. 


GREAT PROGRESS MADE. 


You have made real and great pro- 


gress. According to the census the col- 
ored people of this country own and pay 
taxes upon something like three hundred 
million dollars worth of property, 
and 


have blotted out over fifty per cent of 
the illiteracy. What you have done in 
the past is an indication of what you will 
be able to accomplish in the future under 
wise leadership. 
Moral and industrial 


education is what is most needed in order 
that this progress may continue. The 
race cannot expect to get everything at 
once. 


THE COLORED MAN'S HOPE. 


The hope of advancement for the col- 


ored man in the south lies in his steady, 
common sense effort to improve his mor- 
al and material condition and to work in 
harmony with the white man in upbuild- 
ing the commonwealth. The future of 
the. south now depends upon the people 
of both races living up to the spirit and 
letter of the laws of their several states 
and working out the destinies of both 
races, not as races, but as lawabiding 
American citizens.

Training in these three funda- 
mental directions does not embrace nil 
that the negro or any other race needs, 
but it does cover in a very large degree 
the field in which the negro can at pres- 
ent do most for himself and be most help- 
ful to his white neighbors. Every black 
mil?! who leaves thi.s institute is better 
able to do tiuiliaiiical or industrial work 
adds by so much to the wealth of the 
whole community and benefits all people 
in the community. 


THE WHITE MAN'S DUTY. 


But there arc other and even higher 


reasons .that entitle it to our support. In 
the interest of humanity, of justice and 
of self protection, every white man in 
the America, no matter where he lives, 
should try to help the negro to help 
himself. It is in the interest, and for the 
protection of the white man to see that 
the negro is educated. It. is not only the 
duty of the white ma.n, but it is to his 
interest to see that the negro is'protect- 
ed in property, in life and in nil his le- 
gal rights. 
Every time a. law is broken, 


every individual in the community has 
the moral tone of his life lowered. Law- 
lessness in the United States is not con- 
fined to any one section; lynching is not 
confined to any one section; and there 
is perhaps no body of American citizens 
who have deserved so well of the entire 
American people as the public men, the 
publicists, the clergymen, the countless 
thousands of higlunindcd private citizens 
who -have done such heroic work in the 
south in arousing public opinion ngainst 
lawlessness in all its forms, and especial- 
ly against lynching. I very 
earnestly 


hope that their example will count in 
the north as well as in the south, 
for 


there are just as great evils to be warred 
against in one region of our country as in 
unother, though they arc not in all places 
the same evils. 


All honor is due the white men of Ala- 


bama, to the white men of Tuskegee, for 
what they have done. And right here, 
let me say that if in any community a 
misunderstanding between, the 
races 


arises, over any matter, infinitely 
the 


best way out is to have a prompt, frank 
nnd full conference and consultation be- 
tween representatives of the wise, de- 
cent, eoolhended men among the whites 
and the wise, decent, coolheaded colored 
men. Such a. conference will always ten!

CHARGE AGAINST SCOFIELD. 


In the alleged article it was charged 


that the former governor of the state 
acted as- distributing agent for Senator 
Sawyer and offered $500 to a member of 
the legislature who returned it to Gov. 
Scofield, declining to accept it upon the 
conditions ruade.

his 


own candidacy for the United States sen- 
ate is a most degrading one to make 
against any public man. Such an act is 
an assault upon a most essential princi- 
ple of popular government, which, if, to 
be successful, must assume the free selec- 
tion of officials on grounds of fitness; it 
protends a superiority before the law of 
the corrupt man of wealth over the man 
of ability and integrity, who either from 
poverty 
or principle is debarred 
from 


similar means of securing support; it 
evinces a willingness to corrupt the leg- 
islature and dangerous looseness of mor- 
als. 


'In 1SSW it was made a crime to con- 


tribute money toward' the election ex- 
penses of legislative candidates, except 
within the district of the contributor's 
own residence. We have already 
said 


enough to indicate our view that the 
words themselves without any elucida- 
tion by way of inuendo as to the charge 
intended, are capable of a defamatory 
and libelotis meaning.'''

TO AVOID PNEUMONIA. 


Chicago Tribune: The health depart- 


ment's circular warning the public of, the 
danger of pneumonia and telling how it 
may be escaped is timely. The pneumon- 
ia season is now fairly open and will con- 
tinue through 
the next six or seven 


months. The prevalence which this most 
deadly of virulent bacterial diseases shall 
attain will depend chiefly upon the kind 
of care people take of themselves. Those 
who strive to keep iu good 
general 


health need have little fear of it. 


Drunkenness, according to Dr. Heman 


Spalding, author of the circular, is "fore- 
most among the habits of mankind that 
aid in the propagation of" pneumonia. 
Overeating is another form of intemper- 
'ancc which makes people fall its easy 
victims. Failure to bathe 
frequently 


and breathing through the mouth in- 
crease the liability of contracting the 
disease. Overheated 
houses 
arc 
the 


cause 
of many 
cases. People toast 


themselves iu furnace and steam heated 
flats, dwellings, and offices until they are 
incapable of standing severe weather, 
and when they venture outdoors they 
catch colds which in many instances de- 
velop into pneumonia and speedily bring 
them to their death beds. There would 
be a great deal less pneumonia if the 
rule were generally adopted of never 
letting the temperature of house or of- 
fice exceed 70 degrees. 


Dr. .Spalding might profitably have 


added to his suggestions one touching 
the desirability of taking regularly dur- 
ing cold weather a reasonable amount ol 
outdoor exercise. Most people get out 
doors more or less in warm weather, bill 
in the late fall, winter, and e:irly spring- 
when windows and doors in buildings ant 
cars are kept closed, and it is necessarj 
to go out if fresh air is to be got, a ma 
jority, disliking to bra.ve the cold, keep 
closely indoors. Tbe germs which cause 
pneumonia have no enemy so deadly as 
fresh air. Investigations show they an 
always 
much 
less numerous 
in 
the 


mouths and nostrils of outdoor than o 
indoor workers. Those who huvc bcei 
accustomed to stick close to the stove o 
radiator during cold weather would d< 
well, therefore, to adopt the practice o 
talcing a brisk half hour's or hour's con 
stitutional in the fresh air daily. It i 
one of the surest preventives not only o 
pneumonia but of most other ailment 
and diseases. Persons who have the pa 
tience to take precautions need have lit 
tie fear of pneumonia.

000 to $200,000. Today, 66 years old,
